The Department of California Highway Patrol (Department) received your request for 
public records pursuant to the California Public Records Act (CPRA) (Gov. Code, § 

6250 et seq.). 

In your request, dated March 9, 2017, you asked for copies of the following records: 

Records related to the Traditionalist Worker Party demonstration that occurred at the 
California State Capitol on June 26, 2016: 

• Permit application for the demonstration 

• Granted permit for the demonstration 

• Communications between CHP and permit applicants 

• Communications between CHP and counter protesters 

• Communications between CHP and Sacramento PD regarding the demonstration 

• Communications between CHP and the Mayor of Sacramento and Sacramento 
City Councilmembers regarding the demonstration 

• Communications between CHP and members of the California legislature 
regarding the demonstration 

• Calls for service, incident reports, and arrest reports related to the demonstration 
and property damage 

• Documents indicating costs of providing security at event (such as overtime) 
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• All policies that governed response to the demonstration, such as policies for use 
of force, demonstrations at the capitol, and mass casualty response plans 

• Communications between CHP and the National Lawyers Guild regarding the 
demonstration 

The Department is determining whether you seek copies of disclosable public records in 
the Department’s possession. This will require Department staff from the Office of 
Community Outreach and Media Relations to search for and collect the requested 
records from field facilities or other establishment that are separate from the office 
processing the request. Accordingly, the Department is extending its 10-day response 
timeframe by an additional 14 days, as authorized by Government Code section 6253, 
subdivision (c). 

On or before Monday, April 3, 2017, the Department will notify you of its determination 
regarding your request. If you have any questions related to the content of this 
notification, please direct them to this office.
